Mengre detnlls have been received of an
attock made upon the famous I'l:m'rr. camp
of the Insurgents by Colonel Seguraw ool-
umn, which wis admittedly severe for tho
Bpanlards.

COLONEL SEGURA'S MOVEMENTS.

Colonel Septira left Jagunjn nt the hend of
hig eolumn on May § and eneotntoreld an in-
surgent band In ambunh ot Santa Cruz, Theee
rotroated after only o #lght skirmish,  Ar-
rived at Seibabo, Colonel Ségurn percelvoed
Insnrgent Iinfantry golng toward the natei
Platero camp, The troops went In pureiit,
ywroeoeding cautionsly, however, though only
plighit reslstunce was offered to their nil-
vatice. They went forward t they ehme op-
palte lofty hills, where the Insurgents had
uilt a strenghold with intrenchments and
enrthworks. Here u bloody eagagement oe-
curred. The Insargents allowed the column
to alvaner until they had entered a defile
elops wnder the helghta, the cavalry and bag-
gaize traln, however, heing atill in the rete.
Yn & moment the helghts blazed with a g
doi fire of musketry and there was hurl a
down upon the heads of the troops a deadly
ghower of dynamite hombs unull #hells which
exploded In the ranks of the Spaniards. Thie
pidden onolaught Wan unexpected and throw
tho troops Inth 4 temporary punie. It looked
an though the  insurgents  would  sweep
evorything hefore them. The artil-
lery was thrown Intoa o nfugion  and was
helpless and ueeless, and was placed hors
du combat, The mules which were drageing
the pleces shied at the nolse and fire o!
the explosives, and fell into a ditch. The
artillerymen had to 101 twe of the eannon
out of the diteh and Into position by main
gtrength Lefore they beeame available for
porvico at a1l They we'e tralned on the
rorks and loaled with shell. There was no
encmy visible to fire upon, tho enly sign of

CONVICTED

JURY BRINGS IN A VERDICT OF MURDER

Mnamn Accused of Killing Penrl Nrsnn
Heaes the Anpouncement of His
Doom Wilthout the Tremor
of n Muscle,

NEWPORT, May 14.—The EBeott Jackson
cage wont to the Jury at 10 o'clock this
morning.  Pefore retiring the Judge's iype-
written Instructions, bloody clotlies, letters
and other atticles thut were shown In evi-
denee were placed jn thelir hands.

At 12:05 the jJury returned to the court
room with a verdlet, Amid o deathlike stil)-
ness the foreman handed the verdict to the
clerk, who read as followe: “We, the jury,
find the defeniant, Scott Jackson, gullty of
murder in the first degree and fix his penalty
at death.”

The Judge had previously announced that
no demonstration of approval or disapproval
by spectators would be permitted. Deputles
were placed throughout the room with In-
ptructions to bring before the court any
person disobeying this Instruction, to be
punished for contempt. Coneequently  the
verdiet was heard with silence. but imme-
dlately upon the adjournment of gourt the
epectitors rushed to the jurors and shook
thielr hands heartily. They also shoolt cach
other by the hand, showing a hearty approsal
uf the verdict found by the jury,

Juekwon himself received His doom with no
manifestation of emotion except an ashen
pillng of the face. None of his relatives
were present,

The aged father of Pearl Bryan and her
brother, Fred Bryan, were present when
the verdict was rendered.

The usunl motlon for a new trinl was made
and then Jackson was taken away to Jail
He had been surrounded by a half-dozen or
more offlcers when the jury ecame in and
went out under thelr protection, although
there woe no demonstration to indledte n
necessity for such care,

Tha general Impresasion {s that the verdict
fa right,

I anticipation of trouble in the event of
Heagreement or acquittal the commonwenlth
had arranged for a speclul traln to transfer
Walling as well a9 Jack=an to the state penl-
tentiary ani Frankfort. This traln was in
walting untll noon and no one knew any-
thing of 1t except the ofMcers and the rall-
way officials.

In o long interview Jockeon admits his
surprize over the verdiot and ciaime that We
nad proved an alibh, He still malntaing hie
imnocence and eays that Walling killed Pearl
Bryan. The prisoner la greatly depresssd

On Monday, January 27, Pearl BEryan ar-
rived In Cinclnnati to put herself in the
hands of her betrayer, Scott Jackson, nt
hig reguest, to be relieved, am glic was led
by him te hope, from shame to herself and
her family. After belng with Wim Tuosdny,
Weadnesdady, Thursday and Friday, she wiis
found murdered, beheaded, and with ler
head gene, never yet founl. Ten days In or
Scott Jackson, with Alonzo M. Walllng as=
sn  wecemplice, was arrested and charzed
with her murder. The tell talo eline znd
nome bloody garments polnted out the (den
tity of the vietim, A zear on one hand, n
pecnllar formation of the toes of one foot,
es‘ablished the Identity of Poarl Dryan
heyond doubt. The Campbell county, Kon-
tucky, griand jury Indicted Loth Jackson and
Willlng  Jointly for the murder. BExtradi-
tlon papers were procared in Koentueky und
granted in Ohlo. Thelr extraditlion was re-
slated to the utmost, but was finally sc-
cured, on March 17, when they were taken
tn Newport, Ky. Aftes one contlnuance, the
trial bhegan on Aptil 20, One hundred and
ninaty-six witnesses were examined. The
testimony closed on Saturday last.  Monday,
Tuesdiy and Wednesday of this week were
consumed by counsel In argumente. This,
Thursday merning, at 9:40, the cade was
glven ta the Jury. At 12:056 thls noon the
jury filed In and read the vordict.

“Murder: penalty, death.'” The prissner

Mr. Bryan, the father of Pearl
Diyan, and his two sons. were present when
the verdict was announced, Scott Juckson's
mother, his sister and her hushand, Prof
Pox!, were In UGreencastle, having gone lasi
evenlng.
